1. During recent months the second secretary of the' Yugo- 
slav embassy in Vienna, whose name was not identified, 
has made a number of attempts to establish contact with 
the Magyar Harcosok Bajtarsi Koezoessege (League of 
Hung agi^ fighters) (MHBK) , a, military organization of 
^eneral^^ko.^^In May 1951, he established contact with 
source who works in the MHBK, 


2, At a meeting which was held in mid-May 1951, the legation 
secretary told source that on orders of his government he 
wished to discuss the possibilities for cooperation with 
the MHBK. -^e said that the Yugoslav IS against Hungary 
met with an impasse, ^e stated that Yugoslavia was pre- 
pared to release Hungarisin refugees who live in Yugoslavia^ 
and to extradite to the MHBK prisoners of war in the 
event of war with Hungary. He stated further that Yugo- 
slavia was prepared to make possible to the MHBK intelli- 
gence sabotage operations against Hungary via Yugo- 
slavia. In return Yugoslavia wished to -get information 
from Hungary. 
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3. Source informed General Zako who in turn informed an unidenti 
fied French officer. The Frenchman made about this comment: 
The matter is extremely delicate. However, if cooperation c 
could be accomplished this would amount to a first prize. +
